Narrow is the Path 



To the best of my ability I condemn the false doctrines that the Holy Spirit 
has shown to be harmful to the body of Christ, doctrines like "Once Saved, 
Always Saved" (eternal salvation) and "We are no longer sinners". But today 
I want to talk of the root cause that I believe leads many in these wrong 
directions; it is the belief in a wide path of salvation even as scripture clearly 
tells us that the path is narrow. 

Enter ye in at the strait gate: for wide is the gate, and broad is 
the way, that leadeth to destruction, and many there be which 
go in thereat: Because strait is the gate, and narrow is the 
way, which leadeth unto life, and few the re be that find it. 
Matthew 7:13-14 (KJV) G 

What truly frightens me is the Christian who lightly regards their salvation, and 
who treats it as if it were a private matter not open to discussion. This flies in 
the face of everything we are taught in scripture; to regard our salvation as a 
race that we are determined to win (1 Corinthians 9:24-27 KJV O). A lackadaisical attitude is the norm when 
we should be following the example of the disciples by spreading and defending the faith with rigid determination 
and zeal! We should be loudly prockiming the fact that the kingdom of God is at hand to every soul who will 
listen! 

Then shall the kingdom of heaven be likened unto ten virgins, which took their lamps, 
and went forth to meet the bridegroom. And five of them were wise, and five were 
foolish. They that were foolish took their lamps, and took no oil with them: But the wise 
took oil in their vessels with their lamps.

The sin of the foolish virgins was that they were unprepared. They chose to believe that there was plenty of time 
to obtain oil for their lamps, even as they knew that the Bridegroom cometh as a thief. Where did they get this 
impression? Were they perhaps waiting for someone else to get the oil for them? How many Christians are 
waiting for their pastor to tell them what to do? After all is said and done this lack of preparedness was due to 
one thing, unbelief 

His watchmen are blind: they are all ignorant, they are all dumb dogs, they cannot 
bark; sleeping, lying down, loving to slumber. Yea, they are greedy dogs which can 
never have enough, and they are shepherds that cannot understand: they all look to 
their own way, every one for his gain, from his quarter.

The Christian who waits for someone else to sound the alarm is in deep spiritual trouble dear brothers and 
sisters. Christ warned us to behold the parable of the fig tree (Mark 13:28-29 KJV i_J), to look at the signs all 
around us. "Few there be that find it" says scripture about the path to salvation. 




Wherefore, my beloved, as ye have always obeyed, not as in my presence only, but 
now much more in my absence, work out your own salvation with fear and trembling. 
Philippians 2:12 (KJV) © 

We do not know when the Bridegroom is corning but we prepare for His arrival by faith. We must each work 
out our salvation, not as a hobby on Sunday mornings but as a lifestyle. Where is the 'Tear and trembling" in the 
body of Christ today? Where is the burning desire to live a righteous life? He cometh as a thief, will you get 
caught without oil in your lamp? 

And while they went to buy, the bridegroom came; and they that were ready went in 
with him to the marriage: and the door was shut. Afterward came also the other virgins, 
saying, Lord, Lord, open to us. But he answered and said, Verily I say unto you, I know 
you not. Watch therefore, for ye know neither the day nor the hour wherein the Son of 
man cometh.

I do not see any hope in that passage for the foolish virgin caught unprepared, do you? Wake up! Once the door 
is shut it will not be opened again. He cometh as a thief, fill your cruse with oil now while there is still time !
